• “It is.thought that by our system, liberty is 
much better secured than iii any other; because 
here it is committed to the guardianship of -the 
people themselves. It was the force of this ar¬ 
gument, whieh in my early youth made me a 
firm republican. lint for these ten years or more, 
the argument is depreciating, and I have to hold 
it with a trembling hand. What are the facts that 
we are now constrained to submit to a cahdid 
world? They are, that Americans have departed 
from their first principles, and that more liberty 
is now enjoyed in the monarchies of Europe than 
in the republic of North America,” 

Tills is from the pen of our beloved brother, 
Asa Shinn. But, although his writings have had 
some influence with me, in strengthening me in 
the cause of religious liberty, I cannot now go 
with him as far us he goes. *••* 

I agree with him that there is now more libert® 
enjoyed in Europe than in America. But what is 
the cause? Is it because We have a republican go¬ 
vernment? Does the government of this nation 
compel her to do wickedly? :: If individuals have 
power to choose whom they will serve, certainly 
nations have also the same power. If there is any 
cause of wickedness in the government, it is be¬ 
cause it is too much anti-republican. We, as a 
nation, in the very ont-set, departed from the pure 
principles of equality: we made a compromise 
with the foe of liberty; we met him on his ow.ii 
ground. We acknowledged the slave states to be 
part of the Union, and thereby acknowledged the 
demon of slavery. We have got the wedge of

Although I have seen a great deal of tyranny 
in church and state, which profess to be built on 
republican principles, yet I am unshaken in repub¬ 
licanism, because this principle came from God. 
The pure principle of equality is heaven-born, 
and will ultimately prevail on earth; but npLuntil 
God shall make all tilings new. Our Saviour gave 
the principles of government—“as ye would that 
men should do unto you, do ye also unto them.” 
And we may make any form of government, if it 
is in accordance with the pure principle of equa¬ 
lity. But it is utterly impossible for any nation to 
base a monarchial government upon this principle; 
and it is utterly impossible for all men to have 
their rights in a monarehial government, because 
some men have more than their rights. NoV the 
question is, what is the principle of government 
which our Saviour established? Is it the principle 
of equality, or monarchy? What did he teach 
the sons of Zdhedee,—“Ye know that they which 
are accounted to rule over' the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over theim But so shall it not be among 
you, but whosoever will.bo great aiding you, shall 
be your minister. And whosoever of you will be 
the chiefest shall be servant of all.” Now we will 
take it for granted, that our Saviour did give the 
principles of equality: then how could any peo¬ 
ple in church or state, form a government contrary 
to the nature of this principle, without the viola¬ 
tion of HiS law; Christ could not give the princi¬ 
ple of monarchy, because it is contrary to hjs na¬ 
ture. Then why need we hold republicanism 
with a trembling hand? It is true, a republican 
nation or church may go farther from the good and 
right way, than some that are monarchial; but 
when they do this, they depart from their own 
principles; and it is possible for some monarchial 
states or churches to live above their principles and 
do justicejn,a geeatdegree- Wlyl* the la in, 

an impure state, we may expect some trouble un¬ 
der any government whatever, because man is 
prone to usurp authority over his fellow; but the 
ehurcli or nation whose government comes nigh- 
est equality, is the best. Perhaps it may be said 
that a republieali government does not give equal 
rights to all. If it is built on God’s plan of re¬ 
publicanism, all will have equal rights; if not, it 
is no republican government. We of the United 
States profess to be lovers of equal Tights: we say 
that all men are free and equal, but we only mean 
part. It is said that all nations have an eye to our 
republic, to see whether a republican government 
will work well; while in reality this nation never 
was a republican nation, unless it can be made ap¬ 
pear that alcohol and water mixed together, make 
pure water. Was there ever a time that this na¬ 
tion did not directly or indirectly acknowledge sla¬ 
very? Does not our Constitution recognise slavery 
when it gives the slave-holder three votes for every 
five slaves that he owns? Is this republicanism 
and equality? If it »« 1 understand it not; there 
are not equal rights even amongst the whites them¬ 
selves; the Constitution gives the slave-holder in 
the South who owns five slaves, four votes, one- 
for himself and three for his slaves, while the nor¬ 
thern man has only a single vote. The slavehold- 
r mikes use of these votes to curtail the rights 
f the northern ©an.

MR. CLAY AND SLAVERY. 

There is an evident desire on the part of. many 
of Mr. Clay’s principal friends to secure favor to 
the South, by representing him as hostile 
to every species of Abolition. The Louisville 
Journal is understood to be good authority 
hatever relates to this gentleman. The editors 
of this print have at lenght judged it expedient it 
come out publicly, and give liptidfthat Mr. Clay it 
as much opposed to gradual emancipation, as tt 
abolition. Alluding to the use which has’ been- 
made of certain paragraphs in Prentice’s Biogra¬ 
phy of Henry Clay., they say, 

“Mr Clay, believing that in Kentucky, with her the 
small proportion of slaves, a gradual emancipation might I 
safely adopted; and ardent, as he ever has been and still 
in the cause of human liberty, espoused the cause of general 
emancipation. But. we are not mistaken in our knowledge 
of his character when we assort, that, even at that day of 
youthful ardor, tre would have been utterly opposed to ah 
tiony as insisted on at this day. Slavery and freedom 
scarcely more-distinct than abolition and gradual emancipa¬ 
tion. The abolitionists are seeking to disturb the peaceful 
condition of other communities than those in which they re¬ 
side. Their operations are directed to the states of the 
South and West in which they do not reside. Mr. Clay’ 
opinion in 1798 was confined to his own State. He di 
not seek to agitate other States or to obtrude his opinion 
upon them. He was willing that each State, in which sla¬ 
very existed should judge and actfor itself. He sought on¬ 
ly to 1 improve the condition of his own. Indeed, we believe, I 
• i as to gradual emancipation his opinion was sab- 
lodification and condition. When the proportion 
of slaves was so.small in any State (as in Kentucky) that 
there was no danger in any event, of'the African race ac¬
